McLaughlin describes at column 7 line 31 to column 8 line 46 the lock/unlock 
feature controlling at least two controls. This feature is applicants claimed single status 
indicator. The lock/unlock status of the controls is inherently stored. At the very least it 
is stored in a buffer or register so the system will know the status of the selected set of 
parameters each having a corresponding control button whose activation has no affect 
when the selected settings are locked. 

Claims 1 , 3 and 5-8 remain rejected.
